LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  I IARNET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  February  23  states  as  follows: 

"Some  weakening  in  the  basis  quotations  on  extra  staple  cotton  has 
taken  place  this  week,  duo  to  the  wide  spread  between  March  and  May 
futures,  which  has  now  reached  almost  50  points.     Those  shippers  who 
have  their  cotton  hedged  in  March  are  disposed  to  accept  slightly  lower 
basis  prices  for  it  rather  than  shift  their  hedges  and  absorb  the  large 
difference .     In  general,  the  larger  houses  have  held  quotations  firm 
and  practically  unchanged  from  a  week  ago,  but  were  very  frequently 
quoting  on  May  rather  than  on  March.

"Some  trading  in  slightly  off  grade  or  slightly  dull  colored  cotton 

was    reported,  at  discounts  ranging  from  30  to  75  points  off  the 
middling  price.

THE  NEW  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  March  7,  1936,  contains  the  follow- 
ing dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.  of  Alexandria,  dated 
February  28th: 

Climatic  conditions  continue  to  be  more  favourable,  which  has 
allowed  preparation  of  the  ground  to  be  completed  and  sowings  to 
be  begun  more  or  less  in  all  districts.     The  general  impression  is 
that  the  acreage  will  be  slightly  greater  than  that  of  last  year. 
In  Lower  Egypt,  Giza  7  and,  to  a  much  less  degree,  Sakha  4,  will 
again  gain  ground  to  the  detriment  of  Sakel,  Fouadi  and  Pilion. 
The  acreage  for  Maarad  is  predicted  as  about  equal  to  that  of  last 
year.
